farming land as there is in the Mis­ 
sissippi or R ed river valley. 
"U nder tiie law of .March 4th, 11*02, 
the Green river, Choctaw, Chickasaw, 
and other nations are privileged to 
lease their allotments of land to the 
white settlers and tiie latter have 
practically leased aiout one-third of 
the choice homestead lands in ant ici­ 
pation of the opening in 109«. 
"Those on the ground avoid the 
grand scramble and retain the leased 
lands under the 
recently 
enacted 
homestead law governing the opening 
Of the Indian Territorry and Okla­ 
homa Indian lands to public settle­ 
m ent." 
Mr. Truitt, w Ik) has recently made 
a trip through the Indian Territory 
stated that the Fastener has no con­ 
ception of the richness of the farming 
land In that country. 
W ithout fert­ 
ilizer or enriching process of any kind, 
the land, he says, is capable of produc­ 
ing Just twice the crops that, can be 
produced on a highly fertilized farm 
in the East.
